Threaten to Burn City. 
Butte, Mont., Sept. 2— Miners openly 
threatened to lay the town In ashes 
if either state or federal troop* a t­ 
tem pt to enter Butte. 
One of the leaders of the miner* 
declared that they do not purpose to 
tight the soldiers, but that they woald 
wreak vengeance upon the business 
men for bringing soldiers to Butte. 
"W e have quantities of dynam ite,” 
said one leader, "and tile troops will 
find ashes.” 
In consequence of the threats made 
by the miners the Citizens’ Alliance 
was formed. The Alliance numbered 
300, and each man lias been arm ed 
with a rifle. 
• 
H itherto the majority of the miners 
have not credited the reports that the 
militia was luring mobilized, as the lo­ 
cal new spapers withheld the new s on 
request of tho business men, who all 
feared that its publication would ex­ 
cite the miner*. 
As soon as the mobilization became 
known calls immediately went forth 
from President ".Vluckle” Ma< Donald 
and the other leaders for a meeting 
of union miners, which was held In 
set ret to discuss the coming of tho 
soldiers. Irater a committee of miners 
was sent hurriedly to the railroad de 
pots to determ ine whether Hie troops 
had arrived.
